ITEMS OF INTEREST 

Keen interest is being shown in the 
announcement that an additional 20,- 
(MH) acres of Indian lands in the Peace 
River district will shortly be opened 
for settlement. A public sale of sev¬ 
eral reserves located on the north side 
of the Peace River will be held at 
Fairview on Saturday, June F5th. The 
largest single tract to be included is 
the Beaver Indian Reserve adjoining 
the town of Fairview and as this com¬ 
prises some excellent farm land, bidd¬ 
ing is expected to be brisk. 

Reports from the .southern part of 
.the province indicate very satisfac¬ 
tory prospects from the beet growing 
areas. It is estimated that some 9,- 
000 acres have been seeded to this 
crop, the largest acreage in’ the his¬ 
tory of the province. Seed germing 
ated uniformly, ami in a number of 
early sown fields thinning has been 
started. New loading platforms to 
handle the shipments of beets to the 
factory at Raymond will be construct 
ed a Iron Springs; Picture Butte and 
Regal. 

The geological survey party under 
the direction of Dr. Allan Cameron 
which will make a survey of mineral 
resources in the northern part of the 
province under the direction of the 
provincial government, left during the 
past week for their summer’s work. 
The survey will l>e facilitated by the 
use of photographs of the area to be 
covered which were taken last year 
by Dominion government air photog¬ 
raphers. In addition to the two soil 
survey parties which have already 
gone north, a third party in charge of 
J. L. Doughty, has gone during the 
past week to the area east of lesser 
Slave Lake where comprehensive in- 
vstigations of soil types will be made.

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STOCK ALTA LAKES 


Arrangements will be rftade this 
season to stock Chestermere Lake, 
east of Calgary, and McAllister Lake 
near Strathmore, with perch, it is an¬ 
nounced by R. T. Rudd, Dominion 
Fisheries superintendent for Alberta. 
It is probable that these fish will also 
be introduced into Gull Lakes and 
Clark’s Lake in the Lacombe district, 
the Chain Lakes near Ponoka and in 
other lakes in the locality of Hardis- 
ty. Mr Rodd reports that some 50,- 
000,000 pickerel have been hatched in 
the Lesser Slave Lake hatchery. Most 
of these will be placed in Lesser Slave 
j Lake but stocking will also be carried 
on in a- number of other lakes in the 
province. , 

TOWN FACTORIES 


The establishment at Red Deer of a 
branch factory of the Eddy Match 
Company, is of interest to all other 
small towns. 

The large industrial puants are get I 

■ ting away from the centralization 1 
I policy and are establishing branch 

| factories throughout Canada to serve 
different portions of the Dominion. 

■ The old policy of establishing fac¬ 
tories in cities exclusively is undergo¬ 
ing a change. Everyone realizes the 
sudden growth of many a sleepy On¬ 
tario town, through the securing of a 
few industrial plants. 

In these days the avera ge s mall Al¬ 
berta town has as many :I3ttiitges to 
offer, as the-cities in the way of cheap 
power, and light, natural gas, and 
shipping facilities. Added to this is 
lesser taxation, and a smaller original 
investment, for land. 

With the evident disposition on the 
part of large factory concerns to pass 
up the crowded cities, in favor of the 
small towns, there is a likely chance 
for any well situated live small town 
to acquire some industrial activity 
which will add to its population and 
its progress. 

JAIL BREAKERS 

Five prisoners escaped from the 
Lethbridge jail on Friday night. It 
is the biggest jail break in Lethbridge 
history. All five men were sent down 
from Calgary. All five are serving 
terms for one year or over for rob¬ 
bery or forgery. They escaped 
through the roof of the dormitory, 
letting themselves down by strips 
made ‘from blankets. The drop from 
the roof is fully fifty feet. 

An old truck was stolen from a 
farm five miles south of the jail and 
it is supposed that the fugitives went 
south in it. They are now in all like¬ 
lihood well into I'.S. 

The night chosen was well suited to 
a complete getaway, being dark and 
stormy. Owing to the overcrowded 
jail, the men had been sleeping in the 
upper corridors, and it was often 
lights out on Friday night that they 
tore up the blankets. The swing over 
the roof of the dormitory into fifty 
feet of space took considerable nerve. 

Apparently they discarded the truck 
at Raymond and took in its place a 
Chevrolet sedan. 

The jail break was first noticed 
shortly after 3 a.m., when the outside 
guard found the blanket rope. Im¬ 
mediately police officers were on the 
trail, but it is supposed they were ov¬ 
er the border by daylight. 

YOUTH ON THE FARM 

The days of all-year-round farm 
drudgery appear to be gone forever. 
In fact, the whole modern tendency 
is toward making the life attractive. 
Especial attention is given to satisfy- 
ng and directing the desire for var¬ 
iety amongst youthful agrarians. Ag¬ 
ricultural training schools flourish. 
Conventions in which the young peo- 
| pde are encouraged to take part, oc¬ 
cur with frequency. Gatherings such 
as University Week and the Institute 
of Co-operation break the round of 
the seasons. 

The parental attitude on the farms 
has greatly changed. In days, not so 
long ago, if a farmer’s son expressed 
desire for education; beyond public 
school, it was Jaken as a direct revolt 
against the old homestead. The far¬ 
mer, if he were lenient, sighed, head¬ 
ed the boy off bn some professional 
track and thrust another son, perhaps 
-quite as brilliant, but less demanding, 
behihd the plow. If he were not len¬ 
ient, the ambitious son, was forced ei¬ 
ther to remain at home or to go out 
and rustle to achieve his education. 

Nowadays farmers sons are guided 
with light rein Their desire for edu¬ 
cation is not regarded as any chal¬ 
lenge to their return to the soil. They 
are given all they want of secondary 
training. They take scientific agri¬ 
cultural courses. The whole modern 
tendency is to dignify the pursiTU of 
agriculture. An extensive general 
education is regarded as another as¬ 
set, rather than a hindrance. 

In consequence the newer genera¬ 
tion of farmers carry with them a 
great element of freedom. They have 
made deliberate choice of occupation, 
are as well-equipped, educationally, 
as any business man. Their calling is 
one of the most independent on earth, 
as well as being one of the most use¬ 
ful and wholesome. They are the 
lords of the soil.

CALGARY FLOOD 


Tremendous damage has been done 
to property in Elbow Park. The C.N. 
R. freight yard line is washed out. 
Bowness Park and St. George’s Is¬ 
land were completely under water, 
with great damage to amusement pa¬ 
vilions. 

Twenty-fifth Avenue bridge was 
washed out carrying a big gas main. 
Construction bridge at Ghost River, 
was washed out and damage done to 
homes. Sunshine Auto Camp was un 
der six feet of water. The entire 
Mission district, Roxboro and portions 
of Rideau, Surtnyside, Riverdale and 
Westmourit were under water, with 
all cellars flooded in districts near the 
river. 

The zoological gardens . at St. 
Gecfrge’s Island suffered severely. 
Rare birds which were released, are 
doubtless lost forever. Many of the 
pens were completely flooded and the 
animals drowned. The bears were not 
released but it is hoped that they may 
be able to cling to the tops of the ca¬ 
ges. 


MILK RIVER0LS LTD. 

Intensive development of the Beav¬ 
er Dome, in the Sweetgrass Hills ar¬ 
ea of Southern Alberta is promised by 
Milk River Oils Limited, a new incor¬ 
poration owning 1271 acres of leases 
all carefully selected on the Dome. 
The present drilling program of this 
company calls for a series of ten wells 
which* will thoroughly test their hold¬ 
ings. Drilling in this area is compar¬ 
atively easy and rapid. There are six 
possible producing sands before the 
lime is reached/ These sands are en¬ 
countered at approximately 575 feet, 
780~feet, 1450 feet, 1850 feet, 2350 
feet and 2700 feet and the lime aY 
3000 feet. The Madison now drilling 
on adjoining acreage report an esti¬ 
mated (low of from 5,000,000 to 6,000 
000 cubic feet of gas at around 750 
feet. The log of the Beaver well-dril¬ 
led in 1914 shows all these sands as 
producing both gas and oil. The 
Beaver Company claimed to have en¬ 
countered 20,000,000 cubic feet of wet 
gas at 1850 feet which after ten tests 
was shown to contain 4 pints of nap¬ 
tha per 1000 cubic feet of gas, that is 
286 barrels of naptha per day. This 
well reached the lime at 3050 feet, 
where drilling was abandoned owing 
to financial difficulties during the 
war. Another commercial producer on 
the same structure is the Rogers Im¬ 
perial, a well with a production of 60- 
000,000 cubic feet of gas per day un¬ 
der control. A pipe line is now being 
constructed to take this gas to Great 
Falls and other Montana towns. Maj¬ 
or G. G. Howard, chief geologist -for 
the Sunburst Oil & Refining Company 
states that the Sweetgrass Hills com¬ 
prise an area of 3700 square miles 
about equally divided between Alberta 
and Montana. He goes on to say; 
“No wells have been drilled in the ar¬ 
ea on even fairly favorable structure 
without encountering gas in commerc¬ 
ial quantities.” In the Montana Oil 
Journal of May 26th,. 1928, Major 
Howard states there is an available 
gas supply, on the Montana side of 
one trillion three hundred and twenty 
five billion cubic feet of gas with only 
partial development. It is, therefore, 
obvious that drilling on the Alberta 
■side must produce tremendous re¬ 
serves of gas which will in itself be a 
source of untold wealth apart from 
the value of the naptha and crude oil. 
Mr. W. S. Herron, millionaire oil op¬ 
erator of Calgary has recently an¬ 
nounced- a $50,000,000 project for pip¬ 
ing Alberta gas to Winnipeg, Saska¬ 
toon, Regina, Moose Jaw and other ci¬ 
ties and towns in Western Canada. 
The property of Milk River Oils Lim¬ 
ited, is easy of access, being approxi¬ 
mately 24 miles from the Canadian 
Pacific Railway at Coutts and 24 miles 
from the Canadian Pacific Railway at 
Foremost, with good roads from the 
railway. The Canadian Western Nat¬ 
ural Gas Company’.s main pipe line is 
only 24 miles distant and the pipe line 
to the Montana cities is within 6 
miles. Canada imports about 90 per 
cent of her petroleum products, there 
is, therefore, a ready market for 
crude oil and naptha. It would ap¬ 
pear there is a ready market 

available for tremendous quantities of 
natural gas for both domestic and in¬ 
dustrial purposes. The directors of 
Milk River Oils Limited are all men 
who have been successful in their 
own business. They are all men of 
the highest integrity, who have the 
confidence of the people in their own 
districts.

The first Trans-Canada train of the 
present seasons passed through Cnl- 
gry recently. The keen < competition 
between Canadian and American 
transcontinental railways for cross¬ 
continent passeffger traffic has led.to 
record expenditures in fitting out 
coaches which are—tjie last word in 
comfort and convenience. The equip¬ 
ment of a 1929 Trans-Canada flyer 
typifies in its improvement over 
trains of ev,en a decade ago the Re¬ 
markable development of the domin¬ 
ion in the same period. 

The present premier train of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway costs in the 
neighborhood of one million dollars 
to put on the track. There are twen¬ 
ty-four men employed on each train. 
Their wages alone amount to $3000 
per day. Ten of these train.-, are in 
motion between Montreal and Van¬ 
couver at the same time, half moving 
east and half headed west. The chief 
new feature of these traveling hotels 
Ls the solarium car equipped to permit 
the entrance of ultra-violet rays, on 
Which medical science sets such store 
in tliis year of grace. Othur new fea¬ 
tures are bathrooms, card-rooms and 
ladies’ smoking rooms. 

The enterprise indicated in the pro¬ 
vision of these improvements serves’ 
to explain the steady growth in pas¬ 
senger traffic both on land and sea 
enjoyed by the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way. And, it may be added, neither 
this system nor the Canadian Nation¬ 
al have much to learn from outside 
sources either in regard to equipment 
or service to the public.

DARE WE DISARM 


’ In connection with the many sided 
luestions of disarmament amongst 
nations, the Lethbridge Herald gives 
this comment; 

While serving as an illustration, 
the situation of Canada and the Unit¬ 
'd States is, however, hardly satisfy- 
ng, excepting to show what is the re¬ 
mit where there is a feeling of secur¬ 
ity and no misgivings. Put it in an- 
ither way, supposing that Canada 
was an independent country with no ] 
connection with Britain and the Em- j 
pire? Would there he the feeling of 
security it enjoys at present? Does: 
not the security of Canada rest on the | 
power of Great Britain, and does not | 
the relations between Great Britain ; 
and the United States, with neither 
having any misgivings of one another 
also serve as an explanation for an ' 
unprotected frontier? One cannot 
disabuse oneself of this fact. Hap¬ 
pily, there are no international sus¬ 
picions between the British Empire of 
which Canada is a part, and the l nit- 
cd States. llut can this be shid of i 
other nations, say of France and ] 
Italy? Can that feeling of security 
as between the British Empire and 
the United States bo brought about 
between these two countries and oth¬ 
ers we can name? Or-again, if Great 
Britain and the United States are to 
be the arbiters of peacerand war, can 
either of them afford to disarm with¬ 
out other countries doing j-o‘! No one i 
can deny tlmt for either country to do ! 
so would be foolisit*-and it would be j 
disastrous to both in the present psy- J 
chology of the nations of the world. : 
It is all very well to urge that a coun- j 
try desirous of peace should set the 
example in disarmament. But is this ] 
possible- unless it is seen that other 
countries will follow this example or 
can it be certain that another coun- I 
try will not take advantage of this I 
disarmament? Two powerful coun-j 
tries like Great Britain and the Unit- j 
ed .States can set themselves to form ] 
what is an international police ; 
safeguard the peace of the world. But 
this does not mean disarmament. | 
The Time may come, let us hope, 
when security among the nations will 
lie establish^!. But human nature ] 
will have to change greatly from ; 
what it has been since the world was 
created.

INTERESTING NEWS, 

The decision to increase the capac¬ 
ity of the Alberta Wheat Pool Eleva- 
^ tor No. 1 at Vancouver by 2,750,000 
bushels giving it a total capacity of 
5,250,000 bushels, is announced from 
the head office of the Wheat Pool in 
Calgary. This addition will make the 
Pool elevator the largest terminal on 
the Pacific Coast. The pool has two 
other terminals under lease at the 
Coast, one at Vancouver and the oth¬ 
er at Prince Rupert and with the com¬ 
pletion of the new building, will have 
a total terminal storage capacity of 
8,150,00(1 bushels in these two ports. 

Judging from the number of in¬ 
quiries already received by the com¬ 
mittees in charge of arrangements, a 
large attendance of farmers and oth¬ 
ers interested in crop marketing prob¬ 
lems is promised for the Alberta In¬ 
stitutes of Co-operation to be held at 
Lethbridge, Olds and Vermilion dur¬ 
ing the week of June 24th. Arrange¬ 
ments for the programs at the three 
points have been practically comple¬ 
ted and the calibre of the speakers 
secured leaves ho doubt as to the suc¬ 
cess of the meetings. Arrangements 
at each of the three points are in 
charge of an enthusiastic local com¬ 
mittee and those who plan to attend 
either the adult or Junior sections of 
the Institutes should communicate at 
early date with the registrar of the 
Institutes they will attend. 

The travelling clinic under the direc 
tion of the Alberta Department of 
Health which has rendered splendid 
service in many outlying sections of 
' the* province during the past two 
years has started on its itinerary for 
j the 1929 season during the past week. 

, Some thirty-four centres will be vis- 
I ited and the doctors, dentists and 
’ nurses in attendance will follow up 
the work which has been done in ad¬ 
vance by the inspection staff of pub- 
| lie health nurses through rural 
schools. The clinic will again be in 
charge of Dr. R. T. Washburn, Medi¬ 
cal, Superintendent of the University 
Hospital. Dr. Margaret Owens, the 
first woman doctor employed by the 
Department of Health, is a member of 
the clinic staff and will pay particular 
attention to the treatmen of wo^ien 
and children. Included in the party 
also will be Dr. A. E. Haycock, Pro¬ 
vincial Institutional Dentist; Dr. II.E. 
Gilchrist of the University of Alberta 
and four trained nurses.

WHEAT POOL NEWS 

The decision of the Exchequer 
Court exempt ing Saskatchewan 
Wheat Bool from paying income tax on 
its commercial and elevator reserves, 
will likely result in the Alberta 
Wheat Pool also being exempted from 
paying. This means a saving of ap¬ 
proximately four thousand dollars to 
the Alberta Wheat Pool. Judge Aud- 
ette who gave the decision in favor of 
the Wheat .Tool stated in his judg¬ 
ment that it was clepr that these re¬ 
serves were, the property of the mem 
hers of the Pool and could not be con¬ 
sidered in any other light. This has 
been the Pool’s contention all along. 
The reserves are allocated on the 
Pool’s hooks to the members' 1, accord¬ 
ing as they have contributed. The to¬ 
tal reserves of the three Wheat Pools 
are over 20 million dollars. Total Al¬ 
berta Pool’s reserves are $5,100,000. 

The payment of $202,000 has just 
been made by the Alberta Wheat Pool 
to its members. This payment repre¬ 
sents the annual interest at 6 per cent 
in the reserves' contributions uP to 
the 31st of August 1928. Another 
payment covering interest on reserves 
up to August 31, 1929, will be made 
during the coming fall.
